Yost IV-D¥ers who have been active for any per- 
ied of time have observed quite a number of test, 
pattern varieties. However the common names for 
these patterns have not often been outlined ard 
many TV-DYers are not aquainted with them. 


It is the purpose of this guide to present the 
names and abreviations of the test patterns most. 
commonly observed in the \/estern Hemisphere. In 
addition, common terminology used in reference to 
test patterns has been noted and defined. 


1.) SMPTE-TP (Society of Motion Picture & Television Engineers) A B&l/ ficld resolution 
slide, first copyrighted by NEC. ‘he pattern may or my not have the letters SMPTE 
displayed. 


2.) NBC-TP Used by some NBC stations. Variations include use of call letters in upper 
eft and city in lower right, simply "NBC" in upper left, or the plain pattern, 


3.) WENGE-TP (WTP) One of the most common B&W patterns in use today. Generally speak- 
ing, wedge patterns hold close to the standard form shown, but several customized 
versions have been noted. 


4.) CBS-TP A B&W pattern used by many CBS owned and affiliated stations and a number 
of non CBS statiors as well. Form holds very close to pattern shown ard few varia~ 
tions have been noted. ‘ 


5) ABC-TP ‘Throughout the US there are quite a number of ABC owned or affiliated sta- 
tions which operate on channel 7, ‘his pattern is used by many of thom, hite 
call letters are displayed in tho upper left quarter ari the entire pattern has a 


grey background. 


6.) BULL'S-EYE-TP (BE-TP) This BéW pattern has several minor variations, which include 
changed call letter placement ani lettering size. Channel munber is often on the 
center of the "bull's-eyo". Background is white. 


7+) AVCO-TP A BW pattern which appears to be exclusively used by AVCO owned stations. 


8.) RCA-TP Also known by some as the "old iC pattern". Similar to bull's-eye, with 
the primary difforence being that the backrrourd is grev in color. Call letters 
usually appear in upper left, with location, or station slogan in lover right. 
Lettering is white. 


9.) INDIAN HEAD-TP (TH-TP) A very common lotr resolution Bai pattern, which in unmod- 
ified form does not incorporate a position for call letters. ‘The IH-1P 4s usually 
generated from a monoscope which is relatively lov in ecst for the station to oper- 
ate, Custom ordered monoccope tubes are required for the station to display call. 
letters, ani this boosts costs. 


10.) MODIFIED INOTAW HEAD (MIH-TP) Identical to standard IH-TP, except the actual Indian 
head drawing is repiaced by descriptive infornation, such as call, location ani 
channel. Coun‘Jess variations of call lettur placement, etc. exist. Photo #16 
shows another of these variations.

11.) RETMA-TP (or RMA-TP) Also a very commen BaW patter, but of higher resclution 
than the TH-TP. Up to 800 lines could be cbserved if transmission standards 
permitted. Several standard variations of this pattern have been noted, which 
Ancluie replacement of the four grey scales with solid black area; different 
size resolution wedges and opposite inverted wedges. By opposite inverted 
wedges, we mean that all wedges taper tovard the TP center 


12.) MODIFIED RETMA-TP (MRETMA or IRMA) Identical to the standardized RETIA patterns, 
except that a portion of the pattern ie blanked out and call letters, etc. are 
inserted. 


13.) CBC-TP ‘this Be pattern 4s used by roct, if not all Camidian Proadcasting 
Corporation television stations. Perhaps tho most distinative feature of this 
TP (especially on meteor bursts) ie the very dark lover quarter between the 
dinner ard outer circlés. 


14.) COLOR BULL'S-EYE-TP (CEE-1P) Very cinslar to the BSW BE-TP, except two color 
wedges are inserted between resolution wodges. Lettering appears in white? 
‘call letters in upper left, chunne! in upper right ard location in either low- 
er right or both lower left ar! right. 


15.) CUSTOM-TP'S can take on literally eny shape or form as demonstrated by this 
KVIE-7P. Be cautious in your descriptions howover, as many seemingly custom 
‘IP's are derivations of the standard patterns shown in this ‘guide. 


16.) YODTRIED INDTAN HEAD-TP See #10

417.) 3/4 COLOR BAR PATTERN (3/4 CB or 3/4 C3 PAT.) Color bars cover 3/4 of screen, 
with lowest quarter black with one white square. If call letters are imposed 
on pattern (usually on black area) it becomes an ID 3/4. CB. 


18.) FULL COLOR PAR PATTERN (CB or C8 PAT) Color bars cover full screen and may 
have any of a number of color bands. 


19.) RFSOLUITON CHART (PE3-C) Consists of multiple groups of progressively thinner 
black vertical lines. Also called "multiburst pattern.” 


20.) NINDOW PATINSH or STZ SOUARE (HF or SSQ) Several variations of this pattern 
. exist, though all have a white square on a black background. The line shown to 
the left of the "sirdow" may be tapered linear or not included at all. In case 
you're vorderinz, this pattern is used for messurenent and alignment of low 
frequency respo.vs as well as phase error of camera systems. 


21.) GREY SCALE (NOT SHOW) (GS or GS PAT) Usually consists of 9 or 10 vertical 
bands ranging fron black through the greys to white, If you find it difficult 
to distinguish between a CB and GS, simply refer to what you see as a bar pat- 
tern, 


bar pattern Any test pattern consisting of eraduated density or color vertical 
bart including color bar. patterns and grey scales. 


“character_generator " Refers to letters and numerals produced by an elec- 
tronic character generator, ‘This type of lettering often has a “computerized” look. 


gircular pattern Any test pattern which consists primarily of a large central circle, 
cinilar to the bulk of the patterns shown in this guide. 


color pattern Any test pattern vhich displays color in addition to Bal, 


contrast test A section of a test pattern (usually shading wedges or bars) used to 
neewure. the difference botween dark emi light. 


custom pattern Any unique test pattern which is not of, or a modification of a 
standard pattern type. 


electronic pattern Any test pattern not projected from a card, light box, slide 
or monoscope tube, but by a purely electronic means. Common clectronic patterns 
Anglude some forms of dat, bar, grid line and rainbow patterns, 


fleshtone slide A slide which solely, or in addition to another pattern, displays 
a color photo of a person (usually 4 girl!) for overall color performance measurement 
and adjustment purposes. 


grey scale A pattorn or portion of a pattern where grey density is displayed in 
stops from.white through the creys to black. 


grid ines Linear spaced vertical and horizontal lines, usually used by superimpos- 
ing over a mechanically produced pattern to aid in vertical and horizontal linearity 
adjustments. 

IDed pattern A test pattern which incluies identification of the station of origin. 


modified pattern A change in an otherwise standardized test pattern, usually te 
include station call letters, location, ete. 
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raeative pleture or reverse polarity A video image displayed in negative of the 
transmission standards. lack becomes white, red becomes ereen, etc. 


rainbow pattern 4 special type of color pattern, usually produced by electronic 
Toans, which displays the visible light spectrum from left to right on the screen. 
IP eloctronically produced, this pattern is not visible on BéW television receivers. 
the rainbow pattern is usually used over a mechanically produced pattern. 


resolution test A portion of a test pattern which allows meaurement of the munber 
of lines per frame. 


resolution wedge the wedge portion of sone test patterns composed of lines which 
range in spacing from thick to fine, permitting resolution measurement. 


test erid A test pattern composed, at least in part of grid lines to aid-4n vertical 
and Horizontal linearity adjustments. 


test tone An audio test signal usually transmitted in conjunction with « video test 


‘The test pattern guide that I have presented was propared with-several objectives 
in mind. The first ard most obvious was to acquaint WTFDA menbers with the correct 
names and abreviations for the test patterns rst ecrmonly sccn:in this henisphere. 
However, it was also my intontion to arm menbere with tools to describe uncommon 
pattorns they ney have observed, ina manner that canbe commonly understand by 
all, ‘his ds especially important when reports of unidentified stations are submit~ 
tei to the CCI column editor. He must first be able to interpret, what the reporter 
was trying to say, before there is any hope of the mystery station beiny identified, 


Now that all menbers have this common ground for naming test patterns; it is 
not inconceivable that we may be able to compore a list revorling what stations use 
what test patterns, This would of course take a good deal of time and offort to 
prepare and would require constant updating, Tut perhaps more importantly, it would 
require the work and cooperation of a larre portion of the TV-DXers that make up our 
membership. You can start on this right now by pulling out your log or station list 
and recording the pattern types used py the stations you are acquainted with. If you 
would be interested in actively taking part ina committee to prepare or update a 
List of the type we have described, I would sugrest that you write Headquarters at 
your nearest, convenience. 

The potential cf a station-test pattern list goos without saying. It 
could also become one of the bost tools the meteor scatter DXing TV-DXor could oun. 
In short, this is something that should receive serious consideration at your end.

DX activity in most areas covered by EASTERN TV-DX has returned to the 
usual mid-winter levels as this month's colum is being prepared. Tropo, 
the coastal and Gulf variety in particular, was quite good in December. 
For those of us further inland and in the Northeast, December saw one or 
two fair-to-good tropo openings towards the end of that month, Barly in- 
dications about January seem to point toward the evening of the 9th as 
this year's midwinter tropo surge. Such pronounced mid-winter activity 
usually is noted by Diers in the llortheastern and Great Lakes regions, 
where it's almost always accompanied by a quick temperature rise; this 
was especially noticeable at the editor's QTH, where record temperatures 
were set for January dates. Midwinter Bs openings were definitely below 
average this year; we should have a better picture of the overall situa- 
tion by next month. In the MS department, the Geminids shower was good.
